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Preface  by  the  Director 


In  1932  Juliana  Force  organized  the 
first  Biennial  Exhibition  of 
Contemporary  American  Painting, 
presenting  the  work  of  157  artists. 
Included  in  this  exhibition  were 
several  paintings  which  have  since 
become  recognized  masterworks  of 
the  period,  among  them  Americana, 
1931,  by  Charles  Sheeler,  Lake 
George  Window,  1929,  by  Georgia 
O'Keeffe,  and  Daughters  of 
Revolution,  1932,  by  Grant  Wood. 
The  Whitney  Museum  of  American 
Art  had  been  founded  two  years 
earlier,  and  this  was  the  first  effort 
by  the  Museum  to  present  a  non- 
juried,  invitational  exhibition  to 
"represent  in  a  broad  way  some  of 
the  most  notable  characteristics  of 
American  painting  today."  These 
exhibitions  became  a  traditional 
program  for  the  Museum  and  they 
initiated  another  tradition  —  that  of 
adverse  critical  response  and 
divergent  opinions  about  this  activity. 

When  Gertrude  Vanderbilt 
Whitney  and  Juliana  Force  opened 
the  Whitney  Museum  in  1931,  it  was 
the  primary  source  of  encouragement 
and  support  for  American  artists.  It 
is  obvious  that  this  role  for  the 
Museum  has  become  less  critical  with 
the  growth  of  many  other  resources, 
now  of  international  scope,  for  the 
recognition  of  American  art.  The 
question  is  continuously  asked, 
should  the  Museum  continue  to 
present  Biennial  exhibitions? 

The  Whitney  Museum  is  now 
becoming  identified  as  the  major 
public  institution  for  the  presentation 
of  the  best  of  twentieth-century 
American  art,  focusing  on  the 


appreciation  and  understanding  of 
outstanding  accomplishments  of 
American  artists.  The  audience  for 
Museum  programs  is  no  longer 
limited  primarily  to  the  relatively 
small  art  community  in  New  York 
City  but  has  broadened  to  include 
visitors  from  all  parts  of  this  country 
and  abroad.  Attendance  has  increased 
100%  in  the  last  four  years,  and 
during  the  first  three  months  of  this 
fiscal  year  17%  of  those  attending  the 
Museum  were  college  and  university 
students.  It  is  obvious  that  with  no 
more  than  fifty  universities  granting 
advanced  degrees  in  American  art, 
the  Museum  plays  an  essential  role  in 
presenting  this  aspect  of  our  culture 
to  students.  We  feel  we  are  providing 
a  vital  stimulus  for  a  new  period  of 
awareness  and  understanding  of 
American  art. 

The  Biennial  continues  to  be  an 
effort  by  the  curatorial  staff  of  the 
Whitney  Museum  to  present  their 
choices  of  some  of  the  most  provoca- 
tive and  outstanding  American  art, 
limited  now  to  work  of  the  past  two 
years.  It  will  always  stimulate 
intense  criticism;  it  is  our  feeling, 
however,  that  it  continues  to  be  a 
worthwhile  endeavor  for  the 
recognition  of  the  artists  from 
throughout  the  United  States  and  for 
the  benefit  of  the  public.  We  are 
grateful  that  a  grant  from  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Arts 
made  it  possible  for  the  curators  to 
view  work  throughout  the  country. 

This  year  the  exhibition  does  not 
have  an  overriding  theme  as  it  had  in 
the  past  two  Biennials.  It  has  been 
organized  through  an  awareness  of 


contemporary  trends  as  a  method  of 
making  critical  selections,  and  artists 
are  represented,  when  possible,  with 
more  than  one  example  of  their 
work.  In  its  organization  and  format, 
basically  the  same  as  the  first 
Biennial  47  years  ago,  it  is  a  model 
for  future  Biennials.

Foreword  by  the  Curators 


The  1979  Biennial  Exhibition  at  the 
Whitney  Museum  is  an  invitational 
survey  of  some  of  the  most  important 
and  provocative  American  painting, 
drawing,  sculpture,  film,  and  video 
produced  since  1977  by  living  artists. 
In  formulating  this  Biennial  it 
became  evident  that,  given  the 
number  of  artists  working  today,  a 
comprehensive  survey  of  the  art 
made  within  the  last  two  years  was 
not  feasible.  In  addition,  although 
frequently  characterized  as 
idiosyncratic  and  pluralistic,  the  art 
of  this  period  has  not  been  without 
concentrations  of  shared  concerns 
and  sensibilities. 

The  organization  and 
presentation  of  the  1979  Biennial 
Exhibition  focuses  on  the  following 
predominant  attitudes  and  concerns: 
new  approaches  toward  the  repre- 
sented image;  decorative,  patterned, 
and  repeated  motif  painting;  the  use 
of  eccentric  geometry  in  abstract 
painting;  works  that  combine  words 
and  images;  objects  concerned  with 
personal  imagery  or  private 
mythology;  painting  and  sculpture 
exploring  various  attitudes  toward 
the  human  figure;  extensions  of 
minimalist  concerns;  and  sculpture 
based  on  architectural  or  structural 
ideas.  In  this  catalogue  the  artists 
are  presented  alphabetically. 

The  1975  Whitney  Biennial  was 
the  first  to  include  videotapes.  This 
year's  Biennial  is  also  presenting,  for 
the  first  time,  a  selection  of  films 
reflecting  the  important  contribution 
being  made  by  artists  working  in  this 
medium.  The  films  and  single-channel 
videotapes  indicate  some  of  the 


concerns  of  those  artists  in  both  media 
working  outside  the  documentary 
and  conventional  narrative  traditions. 

The  work  of  lesser-known  and 
more  established  artists  from  various 
regions  of  the  United  States  has  been 
chosen  to  reflect  the  range  and 
strength  of  the  general  areas  of 
concern  in  contemporary  American 
art  considered  in  relation  to  this 
exhibition.  Without  defining  move- 
ments or  reducing  the  art  to  simplistic 
themes,  the  exhibition  is  designed  to 
provide  a  construct  for  better 
understanding  the  diversity  that 
characterizes  the  art  of  this  period.
